ONE f AVOKEI) HANGING 


Four Thought Two Years’ Imprison­ 
ment About Right—Oookman 
Well Satisfied. 


Guilty of murder in the second 
degree and sentenced to thirteen 
years’ imprisonment in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
This was the verdict returned at 
10:50 o’clock 
Saturday morning 
against John W . Cookman for the 
killing of John M cBride, a neigh­ 
bor farmer, in Dresden township. 
M ay 2ist,^i90i. 
The 
case 
was 
argued 
Friday 
afternoon and evening by Jos. K . 
Tuttle, 
P. 
H. 
Sangree, 
Henry 
Lamm and County Attorney John 
Cashman, 
in 
the 
order 
stated, 
for 
the 
state, 
and 
by 
Lee 
Lovinger, 
Hon. 
O. 
M. 
Bar­ 
nett 
and II. B. 
Shain 
for 
the 
defense, in the presence of all the 
people that could crowd into the 
court room. 
It was a few minutes after lo 
o’ clock Friday night when the jury 
retired, and at 11:30 o’clock re­ 
ported, through the foreman, L. 
M . Monsees, that an early verdict 
was not probable. 
The jury was 
then sent 
to 
bed, 
and 
nothing 
further was heard from them until 
10 ¡45 o ’clock Saturday morning, 
when Sheriff Dillard was apprised 
that they were ready to report. 
^ 
The prisoner was brought into 
court, but his wife and children, 
w ho had been in attendance during 
the entire trial, were not present, 
although the oldest son was out in 
the hall. 
. Cookman 
received the verdict 
without so much as a tremor. 
His 
countenance betokened neither sat- 
isfaction nor disappointment, but 
the general 
expression 
upon the 
part of those 
who 
had heard the 
evidence was that he ought to be 
thankful the sentence was no more 
severe. 
The jury was 
polled 
and then 
discharged, after which Cookman 
was returned 
to the county jail, 
where his wife visited him 
later. 
The poor woman is in 
a delicate 
condition, and this fact and theex- 
citejment she has labored under the 
past week resulted in a complete 
collapse, and 
she swooned away. 
She was revived after a time, and 
was then laid upon 
a cot to rest, 
where she spent the greater portion 
of the afternoon. 
She was finally 
conveyed to Mrs. Stahl’s boarding 
house on Fourth street, and Dr. J. 
W . Trader, the 
attending 
physi­ 
cian, stated to the D e m o c r a t that 
he did not consider her condition 
alarming. 
T h e D e m o c r a t understands that 
on the 
first 
ballot 
taken by the 
jury there was one vote for murder 
the first degree and four votes 
for manslaughter in the fourth de­ 
gree, with a sentence of two years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
The remaining jurors favored sen­ 
tences 
ranging 
from 
twenty to 
ninety-nine 
years, so bow to get 
together was the 
question 
to be 
solved. 
Those who believed the story of 
the 
Cookmans 
on 
the 
witness 
Stand, to the effect that they had 
been 
harassed, insulted and 
an­ 
noyed for months, insisted on the 
minimum sentence of ten years for 
murder in the second degree,^ but 
those who disbelieted it and favor­ 
ed a longer term of imprisonment 
would not concede everything, so a 
sentence of 
thirteen years 
was 
finally agreed upon. 
The at-orneys for the state did 
not attempt to conceal the fact that 
they had expected a'm ore severe 
sentence, but the fact that they 
had asked for and been given in­ 
structions 
Covering 
third 
and 
fourth degree 
manslaughter fuf- 
Dshed fairly good proof that they 
were not confident of ei' her a ffrst 


or second degree murder verdict. 
Messrs. Shain & Barnett, who 
were appointed by the court to de­ 
fend Cookman, without compensa­ 
tion, and who had left nothing 
undone to put up the 
strongest 
case of self-defense possible, and 
Mr. Lovinger, 
associate counsel, 
were elated at the verdict. 
The 
fact that friends of the dead man 
had employed Messrs. Sangree i\: 
Lamm to assist Pettis county’s able 
prosecutor, 
Mr. 
Cashman, 
con­ 
vinced the 
defendant’s attorneys 
that 
the state 
would put 
forth 
herculean efforts to hang Cookman, 
and when they realized that he had 
escaped with a thirteen-year sen­ 
tence they felt that the congratula­ 
tions 
of 
their 
friends were de­ 
served. 
In conversation with 
a 
D e m o ­ 


c r a t 
reporter, 
Cookman 
gave 
abundant evidence of being satis­ 
fied with the verdict returned. He 
said : 
“ W hen I consider the testimony 
introduced by the state, I am com­ 
pelled to 
say 
that the verdict of 
the jury is 
such that 
I 
have no 
right to complain. 
However, had 
it been possible for me to have got 
all the facts and circumstances con­ 
nected with the killing before the 
jury I feel satisfied they would have 
held that the shooting was justifi­ 
able. 
“ I had no way of meeting the 
false 
testimony 
that was put in 
against me by parties who had a 
deep feeling 
in 
the matter, and 
when I remember this I do not hes­ 
itate to say that the result is all 
that could have been expected un­ 
der the circumstances.” 
On the witness stand Cookman 
testified that he was 49 years old. 
Under his sentence, if he conducts 
himself 
properly, he will be dis­ 
charged from the penitentiary un­ 
der the 
three-fourths 
rule, at the 
expiration of nine years and nine 
months, at 
which time 
he 
will 
be in his fifty-ninth year. 
The verdict caused considerable 
comment in the city. 
A m o n g the 
neighbors 
of 
the 
dead 
man’s 
widow, many of whom were w it­ 
nesses in the cafe and remained in 
the city until they knew the ver­ 
dict, it was pronounced a travesty 
on justice, and some of th^m did 
not hesitate to say that Cookman 
ought to have been hanged.

Mrs, McBride, 
wife of Cook- 
man’s victim, who was in attend­ 
ance every day of the trial, desires 
the P e m o c r a t to return thanks to 
all the friends who contributed to 
the fund for the employment of 
special counsel, and also for the 
sympathy and aid extended to her

W ILL RESUME WORK. 


Geo. £. Raymond Talks of Mining In 
Benton County. 


George R . 
Raymond, 
whose 
mining property in Benton county 
has been closed for several weeks, 
expects to resume operations in 
about two weeks. To a D e m o c r a t 
reporter he said yesterday ; 
“ M y mill was put in operation 
April 17, but 
I was only able to 
run it eighteen days on account of 
lack of water. 
During the time it 
was in operation 150 tons of jack 
and thirty tons of lead were cleaned 
up. 
“ I furnished the means tor the 
construction of a dam, but, so far, 
it has done me no good, as there 
has been no rain. 
“ Having waited in vain for it to 
rain, I have decided to flume water 
from a pool in Cole Camp creek, 
which is fed by springs, 
“ I have ordered 
the necessary 
machinery, and, with the aid of a 
pump in the creek, will 
force the 
water upward a distance of thirty 
feet, from which point it will run 
gradually into the mill. 
“ W ith 1200 gallons of water per 
minute I will be enabled to dispose 
of a carload of jack every day.” 
Mr. Raymond said the district 
was in good condition; that there 
was plenty of ore ; that the ow n ­ 
ers of the Johnson shaft had or­ 
dered a mill, and that the R ich 
Hill property has b een sold to In­ 
diana capitalists for sev eral thou­ 
san d d o llar8|

ASKS FOK A NEW TRIAL. 


Defendant Claimed Wife Was Assault- 
e l By the Minister, Hence 
the Shooting-. 


The jury in the Thomas Barker 
. case returned a verdict at Jersey 
C ity, N e w Jersey, Friday night of 
guilty of attempt to kill the R ev. 
John Keller. 
Thomas G. Barker was put on 
trial in the Hudson county court, 
Jersey City, June 17, before Judge 
Blair, charged with assault with 
intent to kill. 
February 3, 
Barker 
shot 
the 
R ev. John Keller, of Arlington, 
N , J. , vicar of Trinity chapel, in 
that place. 
Barker told the au­ 
thorities he shot the minister be­ 
cause his wife had told him that 
Keller had been guilty of an attack 
upon her. 
When Keller was shot he was on 
his way to Fort Lee, to assist at 
the ordination of a minister. 
B ar­ 
ker stepped out from the shadow 
of a hedge and fired at him with a 
revolver. 
Barker says he spoke to Keller 
before firing. 
Keller says he did 
oot see his assailant. According to 
Barker’s story, Mrs. Barker told 
him 
shortly 
before the shooting 
that about eighteen months previ­ 
ously 
Mr. 
Keller called 
on her 
while she was alone in the house. 
According to the story told by 
Barker, the minister attacked her 
violently 
and 
she 
fainted. 
Mr. 
Keller denounced the whole story 
as 
false. 
He 
declared 
that 
his 
whole life was a refutation of the 
charge. 
Sentence 
was 
postponed until 
next 
Thursday and 
Barker 
was 
taken back to jiil. 
Mr. Van W in ­ 
kle, his counsel, gave notice of ap­ 
peal and Judge Blair said that bail 
would be fixed at $io,(X)o.
